Mutilation of 

Sir Edwin Landseer, one of the 
judges ut the dog show in London, 
England, endeavored to exclude till 
dogs that liad been mutilated by eur 
cropping or otherwise, soya the >Tew 
Orleans Picayune. The principal rea- 
son for Sir Edwin Landseer's protest 
is that the cropping of ears is most 
cruel and hurtful to the clog. The 
cruelty complained of is not in the op- 
eration; that, after all, is a small mat- 
ter. It consists in depriving the anim- 
al of a defence which naturo has given 
to it agninst the entrance of earth and 
sand into the cars. Tho entrance of 
these into the ears distresses the dog 
much, causing deafness, abscesses and 
cancer. All dogs, more or less, require 
to bo protected from sand and earth 
by overlapping ear's; fbut especially do 
terriers - literally "earth dogs" — the 
species which of all others, is most 
persecuted by cropping. They go into 
it burrow, iheir ears get full of sand 
and they suffer ever afterward. Surely 
Sir Edwin Landseer is right in saying 
that judges of dogs ought not to sanc- 
tion such gross treatment of the an- 
imal and that the Society for tho Pre- 
vention of Cruelty to Animals should 
look to the practice. The only excuse 
that can beset up for this system is a 
delusive one. It ia said that. Lighting 
dogs faro better with their ears crop- 
ped and the exigencies of fighting dogs 
have sot the fashion for ail others. It 
is true that if an ear be gone it can 
not be torn, but then it is forgotten 
that even for fighting purposes the ear 
is often a protection. All these right- 
ing doga bjave what are called "points." 
One has his way of seizing the leg, an- 
other Lixes upon the throat, r and yet 
another makes a dash at tho largo 
gland behind the year, which, in tho 
dog, is as sensitive as the niostj sensi- 
tive glund in the human body. De- 
prive the dog of his ear and the assail- 
ant can get a good bite at it and lay 
his adversary low. Leave t ho dog his 
ear and the assailant's grasp of sensi- 
tive glnnd is impeded by the folds of 
ear and rendered much more feeble. 
Thus, even to the fighting dog, the 

long ear is a positive defence.

LOVE OF NOVELTY. 

Daairo fur ohange scams rmluriil in the 
human mind and needs ti> bo providod 
for like other instinctive likes and die 
likes. There are instances whero energies 
are crushed, capacities dcudtmud and lives 
despoiled of happiness by a monotonous 
existence, relieved by no shifting of 
scone, no change of place, no respite from 
the dull routine of bard and perhaps dis 
tasteful labor, except in the unconscious- 
ness of sleep. Happily this need is be- 
coming recognized tnoro fully, and gener- 
ous efforts are being made to meet it for 
those who need it most and luive the least 
potvor to socure it for themselves. Thero 
id, howovor, another and quite an oppo- 
site danger, which many puraoim fall in- 
to. Perceiving the need of change, they 
forget that there is also a certainty of 
sameness in the ordinary comae of a life- 
time. Bocause this becomes painful after 
a time, they suppose it to be ,10 itself an 
unmixud evil, and try as far as possible to 
banish it. They come to rely on change 
for their happiness, they go from place to 
place, and from ncono to scene, ever try - 
iiijl some new thing to tempt an already 
palled and satiated appetite. They do 
not understand that it ia only through 
monotony that change comes to have any 
valuo.that novelty like money is only good 
when it has been earned . Constant variety 
becomes at length wearisome;and the only 
resource for the blasS ploasure-aueker is in 
turning resolutely to tho salutary samo 
nesa of a life of duty. All our concep- 
tions of beauty arc founded on this neces- 
sity. It is the sublime immensity of tho 
msi Lhat gives to the waves their grace 
and brilliance; the strength and stability 
of tho mountains that givo charm to their 
variety of height and shape as wo view 
them from a distance; the long stretch of 
level ground that causes our pleasure in 
hill or lake that breaks upon our sight 
Ait, in like manner, to bo pleasing must 
give us somewhat of monotone before its 
novelty can charni. In architecture there 
must bo massive walls and pillars, and the 
decoration must be subordinate. In 
painting, the background must be strong 
and dear to givo effect to the picture. In 
music, the monotonous passage must bo 
prolonged to a certain est mt to givo zest 
to the changes fiat delight the ear. So 
in life, thero must bo sameness if any 
benefit or joy H to be derived from 
change. TLere must be rest before mo- 
tion, homo before travel, work before 
play, duty before pleasure. It is the wo- 
man who devotes the huurs of work most 
assiduously to employment who will 
mutt thoroughly enjoy an evening of 
social recreation. It is the man who 
has Bpent a winter in patient and ener- 
getic activity who will best prize and 
eat use his two weeks or two months of 
summer vacation. It is to him who sub- 
mits sweetly and cheerfully to the mono- 
tony of daily life, with its petty trials, 
vexations, disappointment", and fatigues 
that refreshing changes will come with 
most delight and bring the truest recrea 
tion. This is true, nut only with regard 
to changes of placo and scene, but also 
to those of custom and of thought. Im- 
patience with tho past never augurs well 
for tho future. Those who seek for per- 
petual novelty In ideas will aoon have 
none worth keeping. Only as the old 
ones that have proved their worth by 
long experience are reverenced and cher- 
ished can new ones safely mako thoir 
way. Truths can never conflict, for 
truth is a unity, and when an opinion 
that haB onco been hdd ia forced to givo 
way under tho pretsuro of advancing 
thought, it is but the outer shell that 
once contained a truth, and is no longer 
needed, that drops away, while the ever- 
lasting truth remains with all who aro 
■wise enough to retain it. . Thus, in tho 
woriJ of thought, sameness must be tho 
accopted Foundation on which ch&nges 
must gradually bo made, if any solid ad- 
vancement is In bu attained, bo 
with ^custom. 'The love of novelty, 
seeking, without duo cause, to upset pre- 
vailing usages, is no benefactor to the 
community. They have been established 
by long experience and by common con- 
sent, and not until they can be shown to 
interfere with somo real good should thoy 
be diiturbed. If this condition bo ob 
served, changes, when they do come, will 
be grateful and beneficial. If, for exam- 
ple, the continued whirl of fashion in 
ilresB were limited to such changes asworo 
diotated by comfort, convenience, and an 
improving sense of the beautiful, what in- 
telligent woman would not feel rejoiced f 
Each one can do something to regulate 
this innate love of novelty within himself, 
so as to make it available for good. First 
of all] ho must recognize and not ignoro 
it, then ho must make it, tho exception 
and not the rule. lie must accept same- 
ness, not as an evil to be done away with, 
but as tho necefBary and serviceable 
warp and woof of life, on which tho em- 
broidery of ohange must bo skillfully and 
sparingly introduced, Thus novelty will 
never lose its charm, and its sources will 
bo kept fresh and invigorating,

The Castors, who would form an 
important element in it, uro in fact avowea 
reuctionists, for whom oven the bleUH nr» 
too liberal. Thoy and tho whole Parti 
National are inspired by au intense 
spirit of French Canadian uativism, 
which looks on the presenco of British 
Canadians in Quebec as an intrusion to be 
got rid of ps fast as may bo. Such aro the 
real issues of tliia election, as presented by 
the leaders and organs of the Parti Na- 
tional. No party adopting such principles 
can claim or might to receive the support 
of the English-speaking people pf this 
province, no matter to what party thoy 
may have heretofore belonged." If Mr. 
Morcier becomes premier of the province 
of Quebec, ho will find lhat his political 
bed is not one of roses.

There can be little doubt th.it the Lib- 
erals have made heavy gains in the recent 
oleitions. Whether or not these gains 
havo been sufficient to cause- the over- 
throw of the present government wo do 
not yet know. It is just possible they 
have, and the result in that event is one 
which under the oircumstancea can only 
bo deplored. Not so much that a Con- 
servative government has fallen and a 
Liberal rising in its stead as that victory 
should have been achieved at the sacrifico 
of principle.

David, who opposed Attorney-General 
Taillon successfully In Montreal East 
stated in a OJinoiigu speech that tho at- 
torney goneial "was like Pontius Pilate 
because ho refused' to interveno in the 
Riel matter. Pilate, he said, bad refused 
to intorfero on behalf of Our Saviour for 
fear of incurring ( icar'n displeasure, and 
Mr. Taillon feared displeasing Sir John 
Moodouald. Anything m»ro brutal and 
sacreligioua than such utterances could 
hardly he conceived, and only show tho 
depths to which unprinoiplod politicians

The Standard says: "Assured iy 
business and not pleasure is taking 
Lord Randolph Churchill to Berlin, for 
an English Minister to go to Berlin 
and not see Bismarck is like a visit to 
Rome without seeing St. Peter's.

Wo may almost claim him as a pupil, 
because since he gained his present po- 
sition be has abandoned the foolish 
schoolboy tricks which disfigured his 
earlier career.

YESTERDAY'S DISPATCHES. 

ENGLAND. 

London, Oct. 10. — The gale and floods 
whioh began on Thursday night along tho 
English and Irish coasts contiuno, having 
extended far northward. Many reports of 
bridges and buildings being swept away are 
constantly coming in. 

Tho troop ship Tile, thirty hours ovordue 
at Plymouth, has been sighted off there, 
laboring terribly in tho storm. Great anx- 
ioty has been entertained concerning hor 
(or the past 24 hours, Tho British ship 
Sevioldale, whioh sailed from Cardiff, Walas, 
on Thursday lost, was wrockod during the 
storm on Caormathel bar. There were on 
board at the time 29 persons. A boat 
rescued 19 from the wreck. The others 
among whom wero the captain and officers 
left in a boat and hut two succeeded in 
roaohing the shoro alive. The other seven- 
teen porishod, 

Tho hurrioane which has just passed over 
England and Ireland was accompanied by tho 
heaviest rains within memory. During last 
night thoro wero many collisions and 
wrecks, and a number of channel fiHhiug 
vessels were straudod. Tho beach at Brigh- 
ton presented a spectaolo of destruction. A 
torpedo gunboat at Portsmouth dragged 
anchor and drifted in the mud, but was 
afterwards loscuodby the tug Gloss. Thereof 
of the Ilfrucomb hotel was broken and bath 
houses were washed away. The storm waa 
very furious on the Irish coast. Streets in 
many towns wero flooded; corn staokB were 
blowu away and corn standing was de- 
stroyed. Tho damuge is immense, as it has 
been tho most destructive flood in these 

IUELAIS'D. 
Clstku, Oct. 10. — The storm and floods 
seriously impede railway traffic. Many 
small vessels havo been wrecked. The loss 
of life ashore so far caused by tho stoiin 
has been very groat. The British bark 
Uelleport has been wrecked off Skillinga 
Island on the southwest coast of Ireland. 
She was being towed by tho tug Gamecoolc 
when the hawser parted and sho was throwu 
on tho rooky shore and destroyed. All of 
her crew perished, 

UNITED STATES. 

New Oulkksh, Oct. 10.— It iH now learn- 
ed that eiglity-flvo of the inhabit- 
ants of Johnson's Bayou lost 
their lives in the storm. Forty of their 
bodies have been recovered and consigned 
to graves in the shell roofs, while the de- 
composing corpsos of tho romaiuing 
forty-live lie fflsterfug in tho marshes. Rad- 
ford was very thiokly settled, and when the 
storm began on Tuesday ovoryouo took to 
their homes and waited with bated breath 
the fate which they foresaw. The waters 
began rising, the wind swept through the 
lower stories of the buildings, driving tho 
people into tho alleys and upon the roofs. 
By ten o'clock the first wing, which was 
twelvo feet above tho soa level, was ton feet 
uuder wator. House after houso fell in or 
vyas swept away, oither burying the 
drowned people in tho debris or hurling 
them into tho hissing waters. The villages 
of ltadford and Johuson wore destroyed 
completely, as if an invading army had done 
tho work. For twelve hours tho storm 
raged. Of eight thousand head of stock, 
which onco tho Bayou boasted, six thou- 
sand are drowued, while tho remainder will 
die of thirst, as all the wator is salt. 

Beaumont, Tex., Oct. 10. — Fifteen bodies 
were recovored on the high land called 
Rock Ridge, wost of Sabino, and wero 
buried. Six bodios of women were recov- 
ered on the west shoro of the lake— two 
colored and fonr white.

Paris letter to tho London Daily News: 
A Russian consul, Count Dimitri do No- 
roff; who often Btops at Paris, has good 
reason to thank his stars for a singular 
piecs of luck. Two months ago he mot 
in a cafe two gentlemen; faultlessly got 
up, with whom ho entered into conversa- 
tion. During a stroll on the Boulevard 
which they afterwards took together, tho 
two friends knocked him down wilhout 
warning and ran away with 4000 rubles, 
or £180, which thoy found in his pnoket- 
b.iok. Last week, aftor a st-iy in Moscow 
which had almost effaced the incidont 
from his recollection, M. de Norofl' was 
walking in the evening down the 
Champs Elyseos when ho smv one of his 
assailants tnkiug the air in front of a oafo 
chantant. Ho instantly gripped him by 
the throat, but not tightly enough to pre- 
vent his cscapo, and an exciting chase 
ensued across the benches of the cafe, 
whose occupants expressed some aston- 
ishment at the precipitate movements of 
the stylish gentleman and his partner. 
M. de Noruff, however, waa not to be 
foiled, and effected a clever capture. Tho 
man, after somo donial before the com- 
missary, waa proved to be the thief, and 
disgorged the entire sum of money, 
whioh he had considerately preserved 
intict during M. de Noroifs absenoe 
in Ruaiia. But the story does not end 
hero. Only yesterday, as he was posting 
a letter, who should M. de Norofl' see but 
the second thief waiting to put two largo 
envelopes into tho box Ha also was se- 
cured with the assistance of a telegraph 
clork, and identified by an elegant cameo 
ring on his forolingor. Moreovor the two 
envelopes wero found to contain several 
bundles of forged bank notes, so that both 
thieves stand a good chauco of conviction.

Rich toilets aro again displayed, which 
show skirts of broad striped materials, to 
be worn under bodices and tunios of plain 
textiles in monochrome.

The latter, therefore, 
copied the mistake made by Ellen 
Drake, and thus betrayed, it is assert- 
ed the falsity of her own statements. •

The boat race for the championship of 
British Columbia and §1000, between 
William Paine and Charles Bush, was 
witnessed by a large crown of spectators 
yesterday aftoruoon, and diversified op 
inions as to tho merits of the two con- 
testants were freely oxpreaaod. Paino 
was tho favorite in spurting circles and 
odds of 6 to 4 and 2 to 1 woro freely of- 
fered. Considerable caution was manifest, 
however, when it was discovered that 
several of these offers found takors from 
men who are well postod in our local 
sports, and the outsiders could not under- 
stand this movement. Tho evident in- 
tention, however, was tj incroaao confi- 
dence in Bush'Bjchanoes by his friends. 
About four o'clock tho steamers and the 
vvliarves along the course were black with 
people, and every available space on the 
iron bridgo was tiken and a splendid view 
of the race was afforded from this point. 
Tho harbor was lively with many small 
boats that glided indiscriminately ovor 
the smooth water, while uccassiunally an 
impromptu trial of speed could bo seon 
between ambitious oarsmen, who desired 
to "show off a little, you know." Tho 
oarsman were prompt in their appearance 
on the course, and a few moments after 
four Bush was seon spurting across tho 
harbor, followed sootr'after by Paino from 
Beokwith's boat-house. Paine was in the 
same boat with which he defeated Cots 
ford, and Bush was in tho boat used by 
Lee when he ruwod with Hanlan hero. 
The two men took their positions 
between two flag stikes at tho 
starting point. Mr. R. Broderick 
gave tho word and they wore off. Paine 
caught the water a few seconds ahoad of 
his opponent and by a few rapid strokes 
gained half a boat length. At this mo- 
ment betting along tho shore wus quite 
spirited and §100 to $30 on Paine was 
freely offered with no takers. Buth men 
were pulling a 115 stroke and kept close 
together until opposite tho 0. P. N. Co.'s 
wharf, when Paine increased his atroka to 
o7 and had gained two boat lengths as 
they passed tho point opposite Turner it 
Booton's wharf. Bush spurtod but failed 
to lessen tho load, and just beyond the 
boathouao ho dropped his stroke to 32, 
while Paine kept an easy load of four 
lengths. He was cool, and calculated tho 
powers of his opponent rightly when ho 
called out "Come on, Bush I" "That's 
all right," replied Bush, who evidently 
expected Paine would oxhauat himself by 
keeping such a strong lead, while he would 
reaeive his strongth for the home stretch 
and by a spurt gain the load. But Paino 
had not overrated his "staying qualities" 
and maintained a determined lead to the 
turning stake, which he rounded sovoral 
seconds in advance of Bush. Both men 
made a good turn and start od down tho 
oourao rowing a 37 stroke. Bush spurted 
twice in the hope of gaining a lead, but 
Paine kept on steadily with a splendid 
exhibition of eculling which was 
loudly applauded as ho passed 
under the bridge. On i, oaring tho finish 
Bush gained slightly and succeeded in 
coming up within four lengths but kopt 
up his •troko with an effort, while Patne 
passed tho line with the same steady 
stroke, an easy winner by four boat 
lengths; time, 20:30. Considerable money 
ohanged hands in the crowd, and the 
general opinion was that Paino- had well 
earned his t ile once more to the cham- 
pionship of British Columbia which ho 
has held undisputed for two years agaiiiHt 
several fast scullers, whom ho has boaton. 
He is twenty-five years of age, of good 
physique and unusally large muscular de- 
velopment for one of hia build, and it is 
doubtful if he can be beaten by any oars- 
man on the coast. Paine says ho docs 
not want any more boat racing and is 
satisfied to retire from tho course. Mr. 
John Bradon and Mr. J. R. McKonzio 
acted as judges for Paine, Mr. J. Stew- 
art and Mr. J. Wallace for Bush. Alto- 
gether the raco was exoittng and from 
the enthusiasm ovincod it is apparent that 
a regular series of soulling racos would bo 
heartily suppoited in Victoria.

The distance is close upon 4800 
miles from land to land. The bark is 
333 tons burden and is tho property of 
Consul G. Lund, Alton Hamburg. She 
was built by Peterson of Korsoer, of the 
finest Norwegian oak, rigged and trimmed 
with the groatest care and carries first- 
class ofUcora and crow. She has, accord- 
ing to her logbook, experienced tho nuis- 
ance of a couple of days variable winds 
and calms, and yet has come up to tho 
average time laid down for the 

MAIL BTKAM SEKVIOE, 
soon to be stirtod from this province to 
tho laud of tho rising sun. It has aided 
tho C P. R.'s management in thoir offorts 
to induce eastern teaohippers to avail 
themselves of this new and decidedly 
shortest international route for shipments 
of any kind. 

On comparing tho Bylgia'a chart with 
tho maps of the C. 1'. R. , showing tho in- 
tended line mappod out for the proposed 
steam service, it is demonstrated that she 
has actually boon able through hor super- 
ior sailing capacities and tho favorable 
westerly winds to run tho future mail 
track without deviations of any import- 
ance.

A MYSTERIOUS KING. 
Spirit Works at the Soene of an Old 

MURDER, 

Helena[(0.) Utter in Cin. Commercial Gazette. 

Until August the 11th this little 
hamlet wan unknown to fame, and bail 
scarcely been heard of outside the 
limits of its own county (Sandusky), 
but now itH fame 1ms gone forth 
through an entiro State, and it pro 
miaes ere long to reap a national repu- 
tation from a series of happenings 
which, in the mystery of the events 
connected with them, are startling. 

Helena, a pleasant little village of 
Northern Ohio, is situated on the Pen- 
nsylvania Railroad, abont thirty miles 
from Toledo, and has been during the 
past week a Mecca for the curious-lov- 
ing persons of Northweistern Ohio, of 
whom I was one, and of what I saw 
and heard 1 propose to give a true ac- 
count. 

Arriving in town, I was at once ask- 
ed if I wiBhed to see the haunted house 
and the mysterious ring, and upon 
Huswcring in the Aiiirmative was coii- 
eucted to a lumbering vehicle, on which 
for a small consideration 1 was taken 
to see the sights. A drive of nearly two 
miles brought me to the edge of a for- 
est, whero I was asked to alight. I did 
so, and followed my guide into the 
woods, and was surprised to find near- 
ly 200 persons standing in a circle 
around something which seemed to 
cause them great bewilderment. In a 
moment I had joined the group and 
was looking at a ring of fresh tramped 
earth, forty-four feet in diameter, with 
the lino of the circumference about two 
feet wide. 

This, then, was all that bad drawn 
hundreds of people daily from far ami 
witlo — a ring of earth. But how did it 
come there? What caused it? Men look- 
ed wise and said horsis tramped it. 
Others said "spirits," and the majority 
gave it up. But there was the ring as 
round as a dollar, and measuring just 
twenty-two feet in every direction from 
the centre. Not a track could be found 
inside or outside the circle; it was as 
true as a die, 

I asked one of the most intelligent 
looking men standing by to tell me the 
story of the mysterious ring, aud in a 
solemn tone of voice he told me this: 
"Just twenty-eight years ago there 
came into this vicinity a very ricU 
young man from Schellsburg, Pa. 

"He had plenty of money, which he 
carried in a buckbkin belt, and which 
he exhibited on t all occasions. HiBobject, 
he said, was to buy an entire section 
of land. He remained around here for 
aome time, and at last mysteriously 
disappeared. Nothing was ever heard 
of him, but in the centre of the circle 
you see here his blood stained belt was 
found empty. Then, twenty-eight years 
ago, a ring like this was formed in the 
same place, tho same size. The affair 
caused a great deal of excitement at 
the time, and his friends came on from 
the east. Detectives were placed at 
work, but neither the man nor his 
body could be found, Three men were 
suspected of tho crime of nrirdering 
him, but the evidence was not sutli- 
cient to warrant their arrest. 

Well, fourteen years rolled around; 
the man and the crime were forgotten. 
Then one of the suspected men died, 
and for the io;ond time the mystic 
ring appeared. Excitement grew in- 
tense and the thing was talked over 
the entire county. Now another four- 
teen years have passed aud on August 
the 11th another of tho suspected men 
died, and on that morning the third 
ring was discovered, the one you see 
here to-day, and the people are more 
excited than ever. Do you wonder at 
it that three perfect circles jiave been 
formed around the place where the 
bloody belt was found, formed by 
horees' feet, aud on the morning of the 
death of the victim and two of his sus- 
I>ected assailants? I tell you, nothing 
litre it has ever been heard of before 
anywhere. J am a good member of the 
church and all that, but 1 can't explain 
these rings.|0an you?" 

1 confessed that I could not explain 
tho rings. I found, on careful investi- 
•jatiooa, that the story was true in 
every respect, and is vouched for by the 
editor of the Belleville Enterprise, who 
has made a careful study of the sub- 
ject in all its aupectH. tie says in his 
paper: "These are strange occurrences, 
but they are tho veritable truth, as we 
took great pains to find out the cor- 
rectnetB of the reports." 

The story has spread, and has grown 
in proportion to its flight, yet 1 only 
<r_ivo what the bent-informed nnd most 
conservative men in tho vicinity say on 
the Bubject, 

The people in the neighborhood have 
Commenced an examination of all the 
spot insido the circumference of (he 
circle, and hope to unearth the skele- 
ton, or some other tangible evidence of 
the crime. Thoy are in earnest, and 
think the tiiuo has come for action. 

Near the ring stands a dewertod 
house, said to be haunted; but the story 
of the house I may give at another 
time, for it is a story full of interest, 
though not as weird as the story of the 
three rings.

The Irish Put limine ill. 

London, Oct. 6. — Mr. (iladstoue has 
written to the editor of Blackwood's 
Magazine in reply to Lord Brabourne's 
article on "Facts and Fictions of Irish 
History," Mr. Gladstone calls the old 
Irish Parliament a National Parlia- 
ment, meaning that it wbb not given 
to Ireland by an exterior agency like 
the Colonial assemblies, He says Ire- 
land wbb satisfied with the Parliament 
of 17.S2 as between herself and Eng- 
land. In that sense only Mr. Glad- 
stone concurs with what the article 
says ugainst the Irish Parliament. But 
he points out that J he article does not 
refer to the virtues of that Parliament, 
especially its endeavors to arrest the 
recall of Lord Fiuwilliam. He declar- 
ed that lie is unaware that during the 
whole eighteen years of its existence 
any attempt of the Executive to do 
good was frustrated or opposed jl>y the 
Irish Parliament. Mr. Gladstone ad- 
raits that Lord Brabourne's tone is 
fair and temperate, and rejoices at that 
indication of a desire to treat the sub- 
ject historically.
